§121.3-18 Definition of small business for paying reduced patent fees under Title 
35, U.S. Code. • 

Pursuant to Pub. L. 97-247, a small business concern for purposes of paying 
reduced fees under 35 U.S. Code 41(a) and (b) to the Patent and Trademark Office means 
anv business concern (1) whose number of employees, including those of its 
affiliates does not exceed 500 persons and (2) which has not assigned, granted, 
conveyed or licensed, and is under no obligation under contract or law to assign, 
erant convey or license, any rights in the invention to any person who could not be 
classified as an independent inventor if that person had made the invention, or to any 
concern which would not qualify as a small business concern or a nonprofit 
organization under this section. For the purpose of this section concerns are 
affiliates of each other when either, directly or indirectly, one concern controls or 
has the power to control the other, or a third party or parties controls or has the 
oower to control both. The number of employees of the business concern is the ave /fp 
dver the fiscal year of the the persons employed during each of the pay periods of the 
fiscal year. Employees are those persons employed on a full-time, part-time or 
temporary basis during the previous fiscal year of the concern. 

(b) If the Patent and Trademark Office determines that a concern is not eligible as 
a small business concern within this section, the concern shall have a right to appeal 
that determination to the Small Business Administration. The Patent and Trademark 
Office shall transmit its written decision and the pertinent size determination file 
to the SBA in the event of such adverse determination and size appeal. Such appeals 
11 concerns should be submitted to the SBA at 1441 L Street, NW. , Washington D.C. 
20416 (Attention: SBA Office of General Counsel). The appeal should state the basis 
upon which it is claimed that the Patent and Trademark Office initial size 
determination on the concern was in error; and the facts and arguments supporting the 
concern's claimed status as a small business concern under this section.

(b) Once status as a small entity has been established m an application or patent, 
fees as a small entity may thereafter be paid in that application or patent without 
regard to a change in status until the issue fee is due or any maintenance fee is due. 
Notification of any change in status resulting in loss of entitlement to small entity 
status must be filed in the application or patent prior to paying, or at the time of 
paying, the earliest of the issue fee or any maintenance fee due after the date on 
which status as a small entity is no longer appropriate pursuant to §1.9 of this part . 
The notification of change in status may be signed by the applicant, any person 
authorized to sign on behalf of the assignee, or an attorney or agent of record or 
acting in a representative capacity pursuant to §1. 34(a) of this part.
